One of the most valuable crops of America is, 
the Indian corn crop. As all of our readers | 


know, it enters. largely into the sustenance of 
man and beast, Net a particle of it need be lost. 
What of it cannot be directly converted into 
bread, for the food of man, can be fed out to his 
cattle, sheep and hogs, and thus converted into 
milk, beef, mutton er pork, and thus contribute 
to his support. 

A crop of such universal application to the 
wants of life, and so extensively spread over a 
whole continent, should not only be highly prized, 
bat well understood in all its parts, and in all its 


stages of progress, from the germ to the full 


ripeness of the kernel. 

The New York State Agricultural Society 
have procured a thorough analysis of Indian corn, 
by Mr. Salisbury, an able chemist, which they 
have published in full in their transactions for 
1849. 

After giving an interesting history of the 
piaat, Mr. Salisbury goes into an examination of 
the ingredients which form it in the different 
stages of its growth. We cannot now give a 
very particular detail of the examination, but ex- 
tract such parts as may give a better insight inte 
the composition of this invaluable grain. We 
tind in the Genesee Farmer a condensed account 
of a part of the analysis. 

At first, the plant contains a large proportion 
of water, which makes up a large part of its 
stem and leaves. When ten days above ground, 
100 parts will give, if dried, 13 parts of ashes. 
At 25 days from planting, the proportion of wa- 
ter was somewhat less than 87 per cent., and the 
ash 10.7 pet cent. Young corn stalks gave 94 
parts of water in 100. The more rapidly any 
plant grows, the more water it contains, and also 
of alkaline and earthly salts. 

Mr. Salisbury found that some corn planted on 
the 3d of June, gained most in the week pre- 
eeding the 6th of August, when the ears were 
forming. The gain in weight in seven days was 
2953 grains in a single plant; equal to 436 
erains a day, and 18 and 16 hundredths grains 
per hour. 

At this period Mr. S. found that there was 91 
per cent. of water in the stalk, 83 in the leaf; 
89 in the sheath, and 644 in the tassel. When 
dry, the etalk gave 10.7 per cent. of ash, the 
leaf 11.16, and the husks 6 per cent. 

The writer in the Farmer here makes the fol- 
lowing remarks which accord well with our ex- 
perience. ‘* From observation and experience 
we have long been in favor of drying green corn, 
rye and clover somewhat before feeding it out 
to mi!ch cows, horses oroxen. There is (as will 
be seen above) an excess of water in such food 
which should be evaporated by the skilful and 
partial curing of the green forage. 

‘*The addition of a little salt will render it 
more digestible and nourishing to the system. 
Corn is a valuable grass and hay plant in every 
State in the Union. .In this relation it has not 
received that careful study and attention which 
its importance demands.” 

It is interesting to have the changes or varia- 
tions of the different ingredients as the plant ap- 
proaches maturity. It appears by the calculation 
of the writer above mentioned, that..where you 
allow three plants of the white flint variety so 
cailed, to grow on a square yard, the crop will 
carry off 382 pounds of mineral matters from an 
acre of land, as follows :

eugar and extract, with the respectable quantity 


of albuminous matter and dextrine, which the 
stalks, leaves and sheath contain, must afford 


very palatable.as well as nutritious fodder. 


He alee observes that the cob, when the kernel 
is in the early stage of milk, is rich in albumen, 
casein (which is cheesy matter) and dextrine, 
but as the kernels grow and ripen, these matters 


decrease rapidly in the cob. 


This accords ‘with some experience we have 
had in feeding corn at this stage of its growth to 
hogs and cows. If you give a hog the ears of 
corn at this stage of its growth he will eat husks, 
cobs and all. After a while, as the kernels fill 
out, he will strip off the husks, and eat only the 
green ears; and after this, as the kernels be- 
come harder, he will eat only the kernel, reject- 
ing the cob. Cows will increase in milk and 
make more cheese, if the corn be given to them 
in this stage of its growth ; and we have often 
thought it would be an interesting, if not a prof- 
itable experiment, to gather corn at this period, 
and dry it, for the purpose of feeding. it.out to 
cows from which eheese was to be made, afier

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Cattle Feed. 


Hay is the food for cattle during winter. If 
they can get good hay enough during the cold 
season they do very well.

Fall Work in Gardens and Nurseries. 


The following extracts are copied from an arti- 
cle in the last number of the Wiseonsin Farmer.

‘** The best season for transplanting trees here, 
is unquestionably in the Spring, as soon as the 
ground gets dry enough to work. Fall planting 
is decidedly risky. If, however, the work be 
well done throughout, and the following winter 
prove favorable, it is preferable for apple trees

Curtines should be prepared and put in as 
soon as the foliage drops. Currants, grapes, 
_quinces, willows and syringas, point and upright 
honeysuckles are most easily raised in this way. 
The gooseberry, abel and snow-ball, will also 
grow from the cuttings, though not so readily. 
These, and in fact al) euttings, will come more 
surely if put on the north side of a fenee or cov- 
ered with an awning of boards to screen them 
from the direct rays of the run. To preserve 
cuttings, take the present year’s growth, and cut 
them up from 8 to 18 inches in length, aceording 
to circumstancés, always having the base or low- 
er end come one-half an inch or so below a good 
bud. They should be planted in a sloping direc- 
tion in rich soil, with only a few buds above the 
surface. Of the grape, one bud is enough. The 
soil should be firmly trod around the base of the 
cuttings, and the bed when planted covered with 
a foot or so of manure—to be removed early in 


Seeps may be sowed just before the winter 
sets in, and we think apple and pear seeds are 
quite as well and perhaps better sowed in the fall, 
if on light sandy soil. .

Borders, strawberry beds, &c., 
should all be manured and spaded up ready for 
planting in the spring. 

Currine anp KEEPING Scions. As soon as 
the leaves fall, vines may be safely cut, and if 
kept moist and from the air, may be transported 
about any distance. To keep them over winter, 
bury them in the ground, using leather strings to 
tie the bunches with, which will not rot off and 
suffer the sorts to mix as other strings. 
Preparation FOR Root Grartrine. The very 
best roots are large, thrifty seedlings. They 
should be taken up and buried where they will 
keep cool and mois(—not water soaked—ur til 
wanted. We prefer to bury them in the open 
ground, unless the cellar be cool. For root graft- 
ing, a supply of fine dirt or sand for boxing 
should be carried into the cellar—unless saw-dust 
be used, which is said to be very good.”’ 

Rules for the Application of Manure. 
The following article, from the writings of Von 
Thaer, is copied from the Plough, the Loom, and 
the Anvil : 

We much question whether one farmer out of a 
hundred ever entered into any calculaton to inform 
himself about the weight of a given measure of 
manure; yet how, without such calculations, can 
he tell whether his cattle are over or under-loaded, 
or his land over or under-dunged? Is there any 
business on this earth conducted with so little 
“pretence to exactness, as that of agriew}ture! But 
how can it be otherwise, when there is, for it, no 
pretence of education, or systematic accounts of 
anything—when, in fact, the idea is that any fool 
may make a farmer! 

The rea! value of manure is increased by the 
fact that it progressively augments itself, and 
that, hesides the produce it yields, an extra quan- 
tity of manure will, if properly bestowed, never 
fail to produce the elements of a freah supply, so 


plants, successively, from which the largest sum 

of money may be realized. On the other hand, 

the manure diminishes in like proportion, if scar- 

city is allowed to be felt, and an immediate and 

suitable remedy be not found and applied. One 

of the consequences of a scarcity or diminution of 
manure is a scarcity of straw; and where there 

is lutle. straw or fodder, little dung can be ob- 

tained, and thus the quantity of manure progres- 

sively dwindles away until the soil becomes totally 

exhausted . 

However expensive it may be to bestow this 

first quantity of manure on a soil which has been 

impoverished, there certainly is no capital better 

employed than that which is expended in this man- 

ner. 

The usual Joad for a wagon drawn by four 

horses is thirty-six cubic feet of stable maoure, 

half reduced, and in the state in which it it us- 

ually applied to the land. In this state, that is 

to say, when the straw has became soft and dis- 

organized, without being wholly decomposed, and 

the dung is moist, vet not very watery, a cubic 
foot of it will weigh 56 lbs.; therefore a load of 
36 feet contains 2,016 lbs., which, for the sake 
of obtaining round numbers, we will reduce to 
2,000 pounds. Where the roads are good, and 
the weather favorable, this load may be increased; 
but, as a period of fine weather is seldom chosen 
for carrying manure, this quantity will in gen- 
eral be found to be tolerably correct. 

lf the straw is not decomposed or altered, a 
cubic foot closely packed will net weigh more than 
48 pounds; and in this case the volume or size of 
the load is increased, and contains from 45 to 46 
cubic feet of manure. 

When eight of these Joads are distributed over 
an acre of land, it is considered that a good cov- 
ering has been given. Each square perch then 
receives 88 pounds of manure, and each square 
foot nearly six pounds, If only five of these loads 
be allowed for each acre, as is generally the case, 
it is said then that the ground has been slightly

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The Cow—Her Diseases and Management. 


Black Leg, or Quarter, Thisis.a disease both 
very dangerous, sudden in its. attack, and gene- 
rally kills the animal in twenty-four hours, or less. 
The cause of this affection has been ascribed to an 
undue quantity of rich food, while, at the same 
time, the cow is only in a growing state, as it very 
seldom attacks animals after 2 yrs. of age. Hence 
it will appear to depend on too great an excite- 
ment of the system, which produces violent in- 
flammation of a part, which rapidly ends in mor- 


The attack begins in the joint of a leg or thigh, 
and sometimes ina foot. It is first discovered by 
a lameness of the animal, and the part, when ex- 
amined, discovers a swelling, showing that air 
has made its way between the flesh and skin. Its 
progress is to rise upwards and spread over that 
quarter which is first seized. When it ris@s to 
the back or kidneys, it then quickly proves fatal.

To the kindness of a valued friend and warm 
supporter of the approaching exhibition of Poultry 
in Boston, we are indebted for the following statis- 
ties, which, although not yet completed, speak 
volumes in favor of a business that has hitherte 
| been considered too insignificant to require mach 
notice, even at the meetings of those to whom the 
importance of the Poultry department of the farm 
imust have been known and felt, but who will, 
| we presume, be astonished, as well as admonish- 
ed, by the accounts here presented. 

“The breeding and rearing of Poultry is not 
| second in importance to scarce any other article 

of stock in New England. By reference to the 
Agricultural Statisties of the United States, pub- 
lished in 1840, it wil! be seen, that the value of 
| Poultry in the State of New York, was two mill 
ions three hundred and seventy-three thousand 
and twenty-nine dollars! which was more thaa 
| the value of all the swine in the same State; nearly 
equal to one-half the value of its sheep; the entire 
value of its neat cattle, and nearly five times the 
value of its horses and mules ! 

The amount of sales of Poultry at the Quincy 
Market, for the year 1848, was six hundred sev- 
entv-four thousand four hundred and twenty-three 

| dollars; the average sales of one dealer alone, 
amounting to twelve hundred dollars per week 
| for the whole year. The amount of sales for the 
| whole city of Boston for the same year, was over 
one million of dollars, The amount of sales of 
eggs in and around the Quincey Market for 1848, 
was one million one hundred and twenty-nine 
thousand seven hundred and wbirty-five dozen, 
| which, at 18 cents per dozen, makes the amount 
paid fot eggs to be, two hundred and three thou- 
sand three hundred and fifty-twe dollars and thirty 
cents: while the amount of sales of eggs for the 
whole city of Boston for the same year, was a 
fraction short of une million of dollars; the daily 
consumption of eggs at one of its hotels being 75 
dozen daily, and on Saturday, one hundred and 
fifty dozen. One dealer in the égg-trade at Phila- 
delphia sends to the New York ovarket daily, 
pearly one hundred bergels of eggs, while the 
value of eggs shipped from Dublin to Liverpool 
and London, was more than five millions of dollars 
for uke year 1848."

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Privations of Early Settlers. 


The present generation can hardly realize the 


immense labor and the extreme privations which 
the first settlers of many parts of America ea- 
countered. Nothing of the kind is now known, 
for the facilities of communication, and the ease 
of obtaining what is needed for comfort, is such, 
that when any are disposed to. go into the wil- 
derness, they are preceded by supplies, and 
mhen go forward to build mills and houses fur the 
settlers when they arrive. The want of mills 
Was severely felt by the early settlers in many 
parts of Maine. We have heard an agéd woman 
in Somerset County say that during one severe 
winter, their family was destitute of provisions 
for many days. Her husband had gone down to 
Gardiner, where was the nearest mill, to obtain 
breed. She had a young babe that required 
nursing, and in order to create some sort of 3 
supply for that, she used to eat salt occasionally, 
ip order to create thirst, by which she was in- 
duced to drink larger quantities of water, and 
thes her babe would be supplied with more sus- 
tenance from her. 

If the history of all these privations could be 
be written, it would be seen that many of the 


comforts and blessings which we enjoy were ob- 


tained ‘‘ through much tribulation." 


We copy the following from the Canadian Ag- 
riculturist, and which we extract from an inter- 
esting address of H. Ruttan, Esq., before the 
Agricultural Association of Upper Canada, of 


which he was President. 


"I am myself one of the eldest born of this coun- 
try, after its settlement by the loyalists, and well 
remember the time when, as Bishop Berkely ob- 
serves, a man might be the owner of ten thous- 
and acres of land in America and want sufficient 
means to buy himself a breakfast! 


Canada, could, within my remembrance, have 
been purchased for £5 a two hundred acre lot, 
and many.a one has been sold for a half Joe. All 
this cannot be matter of wonder, when I tell you 
that a great scercity of provisions prevailed for 
two or three years consecutively, in uence 
of failures in the crops, and what brought on the 
famine, or “scarce year,”’ (about the year 1790, 
if | am not mistaken) was the almost entire de- 
struction of the deer by the wolves for two con- 
secutive years, The snow lay upon the ground 
from December until April, at the depth of four 
to five feet. Inthe month of February of the 
last of these years, a near relative of mine sent 
all the way to Albsiny in the State of New York, 
a distance of more than 200 miles, for four bush- 
els of Indian corn! And this was brought all 
that distance by two men on snow shoes! It took 
them about eight weeks to accomplish this jour- 
ney, and daring this time about one-third of the 
quantity was necessarily consumed by the men; 
the residue of this precious eargo—pounded up 
in a mortar made of a maple stump, with the 
winter-green berry and mucilaginous roots, lat- 
terly boiled with a little milk—constituted the 
principal food for two families, consisting of seven 
souls, for the space of four or five months! It was 
remarked, I have heard some of the oldest of the 
settlers assert, that the usual supply of fish even 
had failed. ‘The few cattle and horses which the 
settlers, at great cost and trouble, had collected, 
were killed for food. The faithful dog was, in 
seyeral instances, sacrificed to supply that~ food 
which he had so often been the means of furnish- 
ng to his then kind, but now starving master. 
The famine this year was general throughout the 
Bay of Quinte; and such was the distress that, 
during this winter, several persons died from 
starvation. Inthe Hay Bay settlement, one of 
the most heart-rending occurrences took place. 
Some time during the month of April, the hus- 
band and father was found buried in the snow, 
which lay upon the ground at an average depth 
of five feet, whilst within the shanty was exhibit- 
ed the awful spectacle of the dying mother press- 
ing to ber bosom her dead infant, still in the po- 
sition of attempting to gain that sustenance which 
its mother had for some time been unable any 
longer’to afford it! 





Government or Catirornta. At the latest 
alivices, the Convention to form a State Consti- 
tution had been in session a little over three 
weeks, and had decided on many matters of im- 
portance. All male citizens of the United States, 
six months resident in California, are entitled to 
vote. Involuntary servitude, except for crime, is 
absolutely prohibited, thoughout the State.— 
The Legislature is to consist of two branches, 
with powers and duties similar to those of the 
most of the States, Puebla San Jose had been 
agreed apon as the permanent seat of govern- 
ment. Free negroes are not to be permitted to 
enter the State. All officers of the State are to 
be elected by the people. The Constitution was to 
be submitted to the people on the 7th of Nov., 
when the election was to take place for Governor, 
Lt. Governor, Senators and Representatives to 
the Legislature, and two Representatives to Con- 
gress. 

The Legisiature will convene in December, 
elect two United States Senators, and proceed to 
organize the State Government forthwith. It is 


not supposed that there will be any difficulty in’ 


obtaining admission into the Union, at the open- 
ing of the next session of Congress. 

The pay of delegates to the Convention is $16 
a day, interpreters $25, clerks $20 to $25.

Improvement in Sugar Making. 

We see by the New Orleans Delta that there 
has been discovered a new mode of separating 
the saccharine matter, or sugar, from the syrup, 
in a crystalized form by some chemical process 
not yet made public. 

The inventer is a Mr. Melsens, who has sub- 
mitted his mode to the investigation of a commit- 
tee of chemists at Paris, who pronounce that his 
mode makes a saving of one-fifth of the usual 
expense, and works well upon syrup or molasses, 
and increases it 33 to 50 per cent., on the actual 
product. The writer says that the effect upon 
the market will be to throw out molasses and 
substitute syrup, and to materially increase the 
sugar, and probably take away the work of re- 
fining, aa it can be extracted at once in its purest 
state, and in form of crystal according to the 
quality of the juice which is put into the boilers. 

If this is the case, it may possibly be of benefit 
in the manufacture of sugar from the syrup ob- 
tained from the mzple, stalks of Indian corn and 
other substances containing sugar. If Mr. Mel- 
sens has really obtained some chemical agents 
that will separate saccharine matter or sugar from 
any fluids that contain it, the benefits will not 
be confined to the cane fields of the south, We 
shall feel much interested in the progress of this 
discovery, and in making public the substance 
and the manner of using it.
